Foreign Affairs. 


A part of the debate on foreign affairs in 
Dail Eireann yesterday was denounced by 
the leader of the Farmers’ Party as 
“silly pifle,' and there is no doubt that, 
while the deputy’s language was not 
that of international diplomacy, there 
was a certain amount of truth in his 
criticism. The discussion was raised on a 
vote of £46,249 for the Ministry for Ex- 
ternal Affairs. It covered a wide area, 
ranging from the appointment of a Free 
State Minister at Ottawa to the expendi- 
ture of £750 in the entertainment of dis- 
tinguished visitors to Dublin. Some 
members, including, we are glad to say, 
the Minister for External Affairs, took 
quite a reasonable view of the Free State’s 
foreign relations; but others, whose 
obsession seems to be the outward and 
visible signs of political independence, 
apparently want the Free State Govern- 
ment to appoint accredited representatives 
in every capital in Christendom, from 
Buenos Aires to Addis Ababa. It is high 
time that everybody in Ireland should 
recognise the fact that the Free State is 
not a great Power, with unlimited funds 
at its disposal. It cannot afford to 
establish Ministries, or even Consulates, 
here, there and everywhere; and, 
although we realise the value of a separate 
envoy to the United States, we are sure 
that the material returns from our various 
establishments in foreign capitals do not 
justify the expenditure of so large a sum 
as £21,000 per annum. 


These luxuries 
cannot be reconciled with an income tax 
of 5s. in the pound. 


The fact that the Minister considers the 
Saorstat to be “a sovereign State, extern- 
ally and internally ” does not affect the 
situation. The Free State’s international 
position is defined by the Articles of 
Agreement with Britain and the consent 
of His Majesty’s Government must be 
obtained before any foreign Power will 
accept an accredited representative from 
this country. Our diplomatic interests 
abroad are virtually negligible. The only 
possible excuse for foreign representatives, 
therefore, is the possibility of their being 
able to further Free State commercial in- 
terests. Mr. Fitzgerald announced that, 
since the appointment of foreign agents, 
this country’s direct export trade to the 
United States, Belgium, France and 
Holland had increased to a yearly total of 
some £160,000—a mere drop in the ocean 
of our exports; and he admitted that, for 
all practical purposes, the Free State had 
only one market for its agricultural pro- 
duce—or, in other words, for the great 
bulk of its trade. The Minister is of the 
opinion that new markets are essential to 
the welfare of the country, and that our 
export trade ought to be distributed more 
widely among the nations of Europe and 
America. The truth is, however, that the 
British market is capable of absorbing 
every ounce of our agricultural produce 
and live-stock. The Free State could 
treble its export of butter and eggs alone 
within a twelvemonth without the expendi- 
ture of a single penny on costly Jegations. 
We can quite understand the anxiety of 
foreign nations to establish direct trading 
communication with the Free State. They 
can flatter our international vanity by 
sending ships full of their manufactures 
to Dublin, and then order them to Liver- 
pool or Bristol to “fill up’’ with their 
return cargo; but that sort of thing is 
bad business for the Free State. We have 
the richest market in the world at our 
doorstep. The British people are clamour- 
ing for foodstuffs with which we can 
supply them, and the only condition of a 
thriving trade is that the quality of our 
exports shall not fall below our competi- 
tors’ standard. Fortunately, under Mr. 


Hogan's wise régime, the Ministry for 
Agriculture has recognised the necessity 


of a ‘high standard of produce, and the 
series of Bills which he is promoting 


ought to be invaluable allies of our export 
trade. The essential thing, however, is a 
sense of proportion. No useful purpose 
can be served by talking about the ex- 
tension of commercial] interests which, for 
all practical purposes, do not exist, unless 
and until everything possible is done to 
prevent our trade with Great Britain from 
being captured by Denmark and Holland. 
When our export trade with Great Britain 
has been organised in a scientific manner, 
and whtn nothing more can be done to 
improve it, we may begin to explore new 
fields. -In the meanwhile there is plenty 
of work to do at home.

The Empire’s Shop-Window. 

It was the Prince of Wales who described 
the Exhibition at Wembley as “the 
Empire's shop-window,” and the title has 
been justified by events. Most of us, 
perhaps, regard Wembley as a sort of 
glorified bazaar, but it is, in fact, a mart 
where commerce is transacted and—what 
is more important—inaugurated on an 
enormous scale. In the first two months 
of its being the Exhibition has had 
5,500,000 visitors from all parts of the 
world, and every Dominion or Colony 
which is represented there has received 
a truly splendid advertisement for its 
wares. The total sales in the Indian 
Pavilion during May and June amounted 
to fifty thousand pounds. The demand has 
exceeded the supply, and the result of 
these sales has been an eager inquiry from 
many Continental firms for Indian carpets 
and for the various products of Madras, 
Benares and Palmyra. Australian fruit 
has conquered new worlds at the Australian 
Pavilion. The attendants have sold fifteen 
thousand pounds’ worth of apples in six- 
penny bags, and orders have poured into 


the Pavilion from France, Denmark, Ger- 
many, Russia and Italy. ~Canada and 


New Zealand are sharing Australia’s good 
fortune, and thousands of enquiries have 
been received at their Pavilions from 
prospective emigrants. In South, West 
and East Africa, in Ceylon and in Malaya 
the Exhibition is giving a like stimulus 
to their native produce. Newfoundland 
has been especially fortunate. A small 
crate of eel grass, shown merely as a 
floral exhibit, has laid the foundations of 
a great industry. European countries have 
ordered immense quantities of this grass 
as material for mattresses and packing, 
and it is estimated that henceforward the 
Dominion will export it to the extent of 
100,000 tons a year. Czecho-Slovakia has 
promised to buy the entire output of skins 
from Cyprus, and the Palestine Pavilion 
has been the cause of a tremendous 
“boom ' in Jaffa oranges. This story of 
success has a melancholy moral for the 
citizens of the Free State, whose Govern- 
mnt refused—or was too late—to be re- 
presented at Wembley. It is manifest 
now that we have missed a magnificent 
opportunity. Ou. agricultural industry 
would have received a vast advertisement 
in its essential market, and a host of 
affluent visitors would have been tempted 
to our shores. Happily, though much 
has been lost, the Free State Govern- 
ment will have a chance to repair its 
blunder. It is now almost certain that the 
Exhibition will be re-opened next year at 
Wembley, when the absence of a Free 
State Pavilion would be not merely a 
blunder, but a crime. In the meanwhile 
we may find two consolationg for our 
present loss. Before next year Mr. 
bills will have raised the 
character of our agricultural exports in 
the markets of Great Britain, and our 
roads may have become something better 
than graves for the motor cars of British 
and foreign visitors. 


Hogan’s 


A Fettered Press. 


Liberty has many phases, but the latest 
phase of Italian liberty is distinctly 
curious. Signor Mussolini has instituted 
an almost ferocious censorship of the 
Press. At a Cabinet meeting on Monday 
the Minister of the Interior reported a 
revival of activity among “ the subversive 
elements,’’ and declared that it was being 
stimulated by the unruly language of 
certain newspapers. Tlereupon the Cabinet 
decided to enforce immediately a decree 
which gives to every provincial prefect a 
complete autocracy of all the newspapers 
in his province. The prefects are now 
entitled to inspect beforehand the contents 
of all newspapers and to punish or 
suppress such organs as may be guilty 
of certain specified offences. These offences 
include “the prejudicing of diplomatic 
action,” the damaging of national credit, 
the publication of false or “ tendencious “ 
news, and any favouring of the interests 
of foreign States. In other words—since 
no issué of any newspaper ever is pub- 
lished which does not contain something 
that a bilious official could regard as 
“tendencious” or injurious to national 
credit—no Italian editor henceforward can 
have any assurance that the next day will 
not find his paper suppressed and himself 
in jail. The decree is tyrannous and 
absurd, and seems to be intended chiefly 
to stifle comment on the murder of Signor 
Matteotti. It is not only an invasion of 
public liberty, but a rather foolish con- 
fession that Italy’s “strong man ” is by 
no means sure of himself and is suffering 
from a bad attack of nerves. The Rome 
Correspondent of The Times says that 
the effect of the decree “has been de- 
plorable in sane Fascist circles.”’

Back to Nature. 


Large numbers oí Londoners, it seems, 
are reverting to a nomadic life, like that 
of pastoral ages. The housing shortage 
has intensified a tendency which began 
among holiday-makers, and the leafy 
reaches of unspoiled country in the out- 
lying suburbs are sprinkled now with 
caravans inhabited by City workers. 
House-boats and tents, which lovers of 
fresh air have used as summer abodes, 
have been found less attractive than living- 
wagons—cabins on wheels, as it were, 
which can be used all the year round. 
Such an abode can be bought outright 
for less than the year’s rent of a flat; 
and the young people of to-day, shaken 
from the rut of customary life, find this 
unconventional and adventurous manner of 
living comfortable, pleasant and romantic.

Mr. Clynes said that the Government intend 
to do all in their power to pass the bill re- 
moving the thrift disqualification on old age 
pensions before the House rises next, month. 


When the Unemp:oyment Bill came up for 
consideration Mr. Tom Shaw, the Minister of 
Labour, found himself in a somewhat embar- 
rassing position, with the official a ition 
pushing him one way and the fydeside 
members urging him in the other direction. 
id his best. to placate both 
parties, but he found it extremely difficult 
to satisfy members who, on the one hand: 
attacked him for reckless expenditure on the 
unemployed, and, on the other, accused him 
of being a stony-hearted and unsympathetic 
Minister. 

Mr. Stephen had moved the omission of the 
clause which throws the onus of proof that 
an applicant for benefit is seriously seeking 
work upon the applicant himself. It was one 
of the English members, Mr. Batey, of Dur- 
ham, who first expressed his disappointment 
at the efforts of the Labcur Government 
to breathe a new spirit into Minis- 
terial departments, and there were loud 
Opposition cheers when he asserted that they: 
got more sympathy from the Conservative- 
Labour Minister than they had so far suc- 
ceeded in obtaining from the present Minister. 
When Mr. Shaw replied to this criticism, he 
was subjected to considerable interruptions 
from Mr. Buchanan and other Clydeside mem- 
bers, and with some warmth he turned to 
them, and said that he was getting just a 
little bit tired of superior persons, who 
assumed that in them alone all human virtues 
resided. 

_ The Conservatives greatly enjoyed the heck- 
ling of Mr. Shaw by his own colleagues, who, 
however, did not go the length of challenging 
a division, Mr. Stephen withdrawing his 
amendment. 

An amendment, moved by Mr. P. Williams, 
to secure that the allowance for each de- 
pendent child should be three shillings, in- 
stead of two, led Mr. Shaw to announce that 
at a later stage he would be prepared to ac- 
cept an amendment reducing the waiting 
period from six to three days, at a yearly 
cost of 41 millions. 

Dr. Macnamara recommended the mover of 
the amendment to accept the offer, but a divi- 
sion was insigted upon, and Mr. P. Williams's 
proposal was defeated by 267 votes to 123. 


At 8.15 o'clock,

LICENSING REFORM. 


DR. MOORE'S COMMENT. 


The Right Rev. Dr. Moore, in his addresa to 
the Diocesan Synod at Boyle yesterday, said 
that the exodus of church members from the 
diocese had been much less than in the pre- 
vious few years. The emigration of their people 
was a loss, not only to the church, but also 
to the country. During the terrible times 
they had passed through, the influence of the 
members of the Church of Ireland had been 
almost invariably exerted on the side of law 
and order. Such influence was still sadly 
wanted, in order to raise the moral tone of 
their country to what it was some years ago. 

The temperance question, he said, has been 
brought prominently before the public in our 
country by recent legislation in the Northern 
Kingdom, and by the bill which is now pass- 
ing through the Dail. He would like to say 
that they owed a debt of gratitude to the 
Irish Times for its articles, by which it en- 
deavoured to stir up public opinion in favour 
of the bill. They should not fail to support 
their legislators in their efforte te lessen the 
temptation of excessive drinking and to assure 
them that t&ey have the backing of a large 
number of people. In his opinion it would 
he a great pity if the section which sought to 
isolate the licensed part of general premises 
was allowed to drop. 

On the question of education, he feared, 
that they were making a grave mistake— 
namely, in the means by which it was pro- 
posed to enforce the teaching of Lrish. He 
considered that every facility should be given 
for the teaching of Irish to children whose 
parents desired it. The subject has been 
taken up very generally in the Church of 
Ireland schools in the Free State, and con- 
siderable progress had been made. But was it 
wise to insist that all instruction should be 
given through the medium of the Irish lan- 
guage’? Competent authorities told them that 
education was at a low ebb in Ireland, Would 
this improve it? He trusted that the Board 
of Education would reconsider the matter be- 
fore enforcing these proposed rules.

FAREWELL TO THE REV. DR. 
HAMILTON. 


The graduation ceremony in connection with 
Queen’s University, Belfast, took place in the 
Assembly Hall, Belfast, yesterday. 

The Chancellor, the Marquis of London- 
derry, referred to the deaths of three of the 
most wonderful men whom it had ever been 
his privilege to know, members of the Senate 
of the University—Sir John Walton Browne, 
Mr. Adam Duffin, and Sir Samuel Dill, who 
all died in their 80th, or past their ed vee 

They also had to deplore the death of one 
who was the greatest Ulsterman of his day— 
Lord Pirrie—who was for some years a Pro- 
Chancellor of the University. 

He then said farewell to the late President 
of the Queen’s College and first Vice- 
Chancellor of the Queen’s University. ‘In 
October last.” he added, “' Dr. Hamilton laid 
down the office of Vice-Chancellor, and closed 
thereby a continuous connection with the 
Queen's College and the Queen’s University of 
64 years. There was not a single year of his 
manhood that Dr. Hamilton did not devote, 
and devote whole-heartedly and without 
reserve, to the service of Queen’s. Honour has 
been bestowed upon him. He is a Privy 
Councillor of ee he But perhaps his 
greatest honour is in the affection, the 
admiration, and respect of the University for 
which he occupies in an especial sense the 
position of father. 

“To the new Vice-Chancellor, who has 
come from Oxford to take up his high office, 
I extend, on behalf of the University, a cordial 
welcome." 

Mr. Winn Livingstone (Vice-Chancellor) 
received the honorary degree of D.Lit., and 
Mr. Henry Cairns Lawlor, of the Royal Irish 
Academy, the honorary M.A. degree.

The Socialist Whip.

tions. Few other business concerns would 
continue work at full pressure with the 
same people from three o'clock in the 
afternoon until six oclock the next 
morning, and this without tue House being 
aired or cleansed.

All-Night Sittings. 


Only a fortnight ago it was the inten- 
tion of the Government to obtain the 
consent of the House to the suspension of 
the eleven oclock rule until the end of 
the session, which would have entailed 
an all-night sitting nearly every night. 
The Conservatives and Liberals, however, 
would not agree, and, consequently, 
nothing was done. The excuse for these 
sittings is that the House may rise a little 
earlier in August, but many meinbers now 
incline to the opinion that they would 
rather stay a few days longer at West- 
minster than suffer the great incon- 
venience and discomfort caused by sitting 
up all night in the hot weather. The 
Labour members are very angry about the 
matter, since they have always protested 
against all-night sittings, and were firmly 
convinced that, with a Labour Government 


in power, they would be able to do without 
them.

INTERMEDIATE EDUCATION, 


The Committee stage of the Intermediate 
Education (Amendment) Bill was passed, the 
Minister for Education having accepted an 
amendment by Mr. O'Connell, to make it 
clear that the bill does not repeal Section 2 
of the Act of 1914. This section, through 
rules made under it, ensures for teachers in 
intermediate schools a minimum salary, con- 
tract of agreement, and the employment of 
we lay teacher for every forty pupils. 


THE ESTIMATES. 


WORK OF MINISTRY OF 
EXTERNAL AFFAIRS.* 


The House, in Committee of Finance, con- 
sidered the vote of £46,249 for the Ministry 
for External Affairs. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, said that the activities of the 
Ministry were under the headings of head- 
quarters at home, representatives abroad, and 
the Publicity Department. The last-men- 
tioned had recuced its expenditure by, 
roughly, one-half of that of last year. One 
part of its work was that of a public record 
office, from which the Government generally 
was kept informed of what was being stated 
in the Press and periodicai publications of 
the world. In addition, it provided the 
machinery for conveying information or 
rorrecting wrong information about the Free 
Btate to foreign countries. Practically every 
conutry had machinery for the pur- 
pose of keeping its Government in 
touch with what was happening In 
other countries. It was more efficient, and 
economical to have those records for future 
yeference made and indexed in one office than 
for each department to do it for itself. 

In its earlier stages the Publicity Depart- 
ment had also to maintain a pro-State pro- 
paganda, but he had always endeavoured to 
confine those activities of the Department to 

‘the narrowest limits. They could not avoid 
there being at times considerable doubt as to 
where pro-State propaganda ended and where 
ro - Party propaganda began. Another 
edit of the work of the Department was the 
preparation of certain forms of advertising, 
for the National Loan and for recruiting for 
the Army, for instance. 


REPRESENTATIVES ABROAD. 


The estimates showed that through the 
Ministry there were maintained a certain 
p During 
the year their representative in Berlin re- 
signed, and his place had not been filled 
because they were considering whether the 
office might not be better situated in some 
other town in Germany. The re-establish- 
ment of the representation was being con- 
sidered by the Ministry in conjunction with 
the “finistry for Industry and Commerce. 
Generally speaking,those representatives were 
to be considered as preparing the ground rather 
than accomplishing things immediately; but 
at the same time he had to say that they had 
accomplished very good wor in bringing 
éhout an increase in exports of the produce of 
the Free State. Because of their activities 
the value of the direct exports to the United 
States was £87,549, to Belgium £48,985, to 
France £18,421, and to Holland £6,514. Their 
representatives also supplied Irish manufac- 
turers with valuable information about the 
procuring of raw materials. i 
Uwing to the instability of the foreign ex- 
thanges it was very difficult to promote trade 
tbroad. They had to remember that they 
ossessed practically only one market for the 
produce »f their one overwhelmingly im- 
portant industry, and for the well-being of 
the country it was necessary to try to find 
new markets and to build up a more general 
distribution of their trade. : 
in America there were two offices, one 1n 
Washington and one in New York. _ From 
next Monday they would have a plenipoten- 
tiary, in Washington issuing visas, and that

It was, he 
said, the responsibility of the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs to see that the hospitality of 
the State was shown to such visitors, and the 
sum set down was not enough for the purpose. 
He instanced the recent visit of the Premier 
of Queensland, who, if he discovered the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs at all, must have 
done so by chance. He and his wife had to 
hire a motor car to visit County Wicklow. 
There was the same stinginess shown in the 
amount allocated for entertaining by their 
representatives abroad. 
_ He considered the explanation for the clos- 
ing of the Saorstat office in Berlin as most 
unsatisfactory. Germany was the one country 
in which they should have a representative, 
because with the almost complete destruction 
of her industrial fabric there must be many 
persons there with ideas who, if they were 
got in touch with, would be of the greatest 
possible assistance to this new country in the 
organisation of its industrial state. Thére was 
very little time to be lost in having an office 
re-established in Germany.

Major Bryan Cooper asked to be given some

Their representative 
in Washington was paid £300 a year mote 
than the President of the Saorstat, and the 
gentleman in New York received £150 a year 
more than a Cabinet Minister at home. 

He would like some. information about the 
publicity work done by their representatives 
abroad in correcting misrepresentations and 
wrong information about. the Free State. In 
that morning’s papers there was a telegram 
from Brussels describing the unveiling of a 
memorial at Ypres to Ulster soldiers who fell 
in the war. The memorial was to the men of 
Munster, and it was unveiled by a member of 
the Saorstat Senate. That was an example 
of incorrect statements concerning this 
country which were circulated abroad. There 
was no evidence in the Continental 
Press of any publicity activity by 
their representatives there. Without preju- 
dice to representatives in Germany, he con- 
sidered that it would be a great mistake to 
appointment new representatives withous some 
assurance of an extension of trade from th 
appointments. ' 


PLAYING HER PART. 


Mr. Johnson said that he did not regard 
the trade aspect as the most important in 
considering the question of representation of 
the Saorstat abroad. He took the view, and 
he thought the majority of the Dail took the 
view, that Irelana had entered into 
the comity of nations in the hope of, at 
least, playing her little part in the formation 
of world opinion in regard to human pro- 
gress, and he held that it was not in keeping 
with that idea, or the idea of Ireland a nation, 
that they should discuss the question of repre- 
sentation abroad only from the point of view 
of whether it was going to increase the 
possibilities of trade. 

~ It was easy to be seen at international 
gatherings that there was a strong bond 
between the Saorstat and the small nations of 
Europe, and that there was a strong reason for 
direct intercourse with them.

He also enlarged on the advantages of 
appointing a representative at Ottawa, and 
explained his views on the necessity for 
setting up a Foreign Affairs Committee, with 
which the Minister could consult. He asked 
whether or not the Saorstat would be repre- 
sented at the coming Inter-Allied Conference 
in London. Finally he asked the Minister, 
if it was not a question of too great delicacy, 
for a statement as to Ireland’s policy, the 
opinion held by the Irish Government with 
regard to Ireland’s position in international 
affairs.

mendations, with a view to solving problems 
which confront the coal mining industry and 
supplying cheaper and better forms of power 
and heat on a national Male. 

In the opinion of the ex-Premier, the 
nation is not getting anything like full valne 
out of the coal that is raised, and he con- 
tends that the long series of disputes in the 
coal mining industry since 1912 and the con- 
ditions to-day are proof of this statement. 

A committee appointed in March to go into 
the question draft proposals for reform 
has recently concluded its sittings, with Mr. 
Lioyd George as chairman. 

he result is that a short booklet, ‘‘ Coal 
and Power,” is to be published within the 
next few days, to be followed later by a 
larger volume for those who desire the fullest 
information, and also the bill which it is 
claimed will be drafted under guidance from 
expert sources of unquestionable authority. 

r. Asquiht, it is said, fully approves of 
the recommendations, which are described as 
being of a drastic character, without involv- 
ing - question of nationalisation. The pro- 
posed legislation will affect coal, water, and 
electricity undertakings, and will be framed 
with the idea of carrying electrical“ power 
into ba populated rural areas anti pro- 
moting e development of industry in 
healthier surroundings. 

Local authorities, in the event of the bill 
becoming law, would be empowered to raise 
money to carrv particul schemes into effect. 

Special investigators were sent by the Com- 
mittee to different parts of the country, and 
to France and Germany, to obtain the in- 
formation, which will be included in the 
larger volume. 

n the subject of coal, the Committee, 
which includ Mr. Masterman, M.P., and 
Mr. Ramsay Muir, M.P., was unanimously 
— to the nationalisation of the mines, 
and particularly condemned the bill dealing 
with this question, which was introduced by 
a Labour member this session. 

On the other hand, the members claim that 
they have found an alternative which will 
appeal to the business community, and. at the 
same time improve the conditions of the 
miner, while enabling the coal-owner to make 
the best use ot his capital. 

With regard to power in general, an 
elaborate examination of the different 
resources in use all over the world has, it 
is claimed, been made, and the Committee 
have come to the conclusion that in this 
respect Britain’s position could be greatly 
improved and brought to the level of other 
countries. 

Very considerable measures of compulsion 
are advocated in the bill in respect of the 
transmission of power, and it is claimed, by 
the Committee that up to the present 
electrical development has been severely and 
needlessly handicapped. 

The recreation of rural Britain, by getting 
the population back to the areas that have 
been depopulated, is the declared aim of the 
promoters of the bill.

PHILADELPHIA, Wednesday. 

The queer case of a Philadelphia newspaper 
editor, who, according to a court order, is in 
effect sane by day and insane by night, is 
the cause of much legal comment and general 
attention here. 

Mr. Jas. E. Macusker, editor of the 
Journal of Commerce, originally came before 
a magistrate’s court on a charge of non- 
support, made by his wife. His statement led 
to his committal to the Philadelphia General 
Hospital for observation for thirty days. At 
the end of that time he was reported as suffer- 
ing from delusions. A guardian was appointed 
by the court, Mr. Macusker’s £12,000 estate 
was seized, and he was sent to the Friend’s 
Hospital for, the Insane. Subsequently, 
relatives sought a writ of Aabeas corpus, and, 
while that was: denied, the court gave Mr. 
Macusker his liberty from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Now, every day he goes to his office, edits his 
newspaper, carries on the business as before, 
and at night goes back to the asylum. It is 
now almost a year since Mr. Macusker has 
been sane by day and insane by night. 

Acording to Judge Martin, who ordered the 
pete a of the guardian, and also made 
the order giving Mr, Macusker his liberty 
during the day, the case will not come up 
for a rehearing, unless Macusker petitions the 
court to be adjudged sane. This Mr. Macusker 
will not do, on the ground that the conten- 
tion that he was cured would be to admit 
that he had been insane.

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT 


NO AGREEMENT WITHOUT 


INFORMING THE DAIL. 


Yesterday in the Dail Mr. Darrell Figgis 
asked the President whether he had any intor- 
mation to give regarding the scope and 
nature of the conversations announced, as 
without prejudice to the establishment of the 
Boundary Commission, by the Chairman of 
that body. 

Replying for the President, Mr. 
O’ Higgins said — 

“The announcement made by Mr. Justice 
Feetham is to the following effect :— 

Since my arrival from South Africa 
I have seen President Cosgrave and Sir 
James Craig, and they have both agreed 
to my acting durin the interval referred 
to on the lines of the suggestion made in 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s letters, and are 
giving me oppo:‘unities of informal dis- 
cussion for the purpose of seeing whether 
an agreed settlement can be reached. It 
is, of course, understood that any such 

discussion is entirely without prejudice to 
the position taken 4 either Beversasent 
in reference to the Commission, 

“1 saw Mr. Justice Feetham on two occa- 
sions and agreed to his proposal that he 
should make a tour of the border, and I 
promised him, on behalf of the authorities of 
the Saorstat, all facilities for the purpose of 
the tour. 

‘Whenever Mr. Justice Feetham wishes 
to see me, for the purpose of informal dis- 
cussion with a view to seeing whether an 
agreed settlement can be reached, or for any 
other purpose in connection with the settle- 
ment of the boundary question, I shall pe 
prepared to see him. 

**No agreement or arrangement has been 
arrived at in any way inconsistent with the 
claim of the Executive Council that full 
effect should be given to Article 12 of the 
Treaty, and that for that purpose the 
boundary should be determined by the Com- 
mission in accordance with the wishes of the 
inhabitants. 

“If any informal discugsion, such as is 
referred to by Mr. Justice Feetham, should 
hereafter take place between the Judge and 
me, and as a result thereof any definite step 
were proposed which would in any way 
conflict with the policy of the Executive 
Council, as disclosed in the published cor- 
respondence and statements in the Dail, it 
would, of course, be my duty to put the Dail 
at once in possession of the facts and infor- 
mation in connection with such proposal.’’

OBITUARY. 


THE DEAN OF ST. PATRICK’S 


CATHEDRAL. 


We deeply regret to announce that the Very 
Rev. Charles Thomas Ovenden, D.D., Dean of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, died yester- 
day morning at his summer residence, Earls- 
cliffe, Baily, Howth. Dean Ovenden’s death 
came rather suddenly. He had attended 
Service in the Cathedral on Sunday and 
Monday last. 

Born at Enniskillen on September 11th, 
1846, Dr. Ovenden was the son of Doctor 
William C. Ovenden and Isabella Parkinson, 
and was educated at Portora Royal School, 
Enniskillen; Mannheim, Germany, and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, which he entered in 
October, 1865, under the tutelage of Dr. 
Poole. He graduated Bachelor of Arts in 
1869. He took the Divinity Testimonium 
(2nd class) in 1870, the M.A. degree in 1874, 
the B.D. degree in 1882,'and the Doctor's 
degree in 1891. 

Ordained in 1870, he was appointed 
curate of St. <Anne’s Church, Belfast. 
He became Rector of Dunluce, Co. Antrim, 
two years later, and remained there unti! 
1879, when he was appointed Succentor of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, and Warden 
of the Cathedral Grammar School. He was 
Rector of Ballywillan, Co. Antrim, from 1884 
to 1886; Chaplain to the Lord Lieutenant 
and Precentor of Clogher, '1886 to 1903; 
Dean of Clogher, 1903 till 1911; Rector of 
Enniskillen, and Rural Dean, 1886-1911, when 
he succeeded the present Provost of Trinity 
College as Dean of St. Patrick’s on Dr. 
Bernard’s election to the Bishopric of 
Ossory. 

A man of wide and varied culture, Dr. 
Ovenden was a worthy successor of the dis- 
tinguished Churchmen—among them Swift— 
whose names are linked with the Deanery of 
St. Patrick’s. To know him was a liberal 
education. His spirit was informed by rare 
simplicity. Sincere by nature, he was free 
from any semblance of austerity. As his 
thought was touched with tender and delight- 
ful humour, he was an ideal speaker to the 
young. And that same humour, playing like 
a sunbeam through his ripe experience, made 
him at once a wise and an_engaging friend 
and counsellor. : 

Dean Ovenden was not only a great Church- 
man. He was known as author and 
musician, and as an artist of considerable 
merit. 

He edited the first edition of the Cathedral 
Anthem Book of Words, and he published 
“In the Day of Trouble,” “To Whom Shall 
We Go?’ “The Church Navvy, ‘“ The 
Enthusiasm of Christianity,’’ ‘‘ The Face of 
Nature,” ‘‘ Marvels in the World of Light,” 
“The Foundation of a Happy Life,” 
“Problems in Life and Religion,” “ Deep 
Questions,”” ‘‘ Popular Science for Parochial 
Evenings,”” “Modern Criticism of the Holy 
Scriptures,”” “ Morning and Evening Service 
with Office of Holy Communion.” 

His anthems include—‘‘ I will give thanks,’ 
“For the rain cometh down,” and the 
processional anthem, ‘‘ The Son of God goes 
forth to war.” 

He was devoted to painting, and a good 
many of his pictures were shown at the Royal 
Hibernian Academy. 

Dean Ovenden was extremely popular with 
both clergy and laity. He took a particular 
interest in hospitals and other benevolent 
institutions, and in the poor and the afflicted. 
Of singularly lovable and genial disposition, 
Dean Ovenden will be sorely ad sa parti- 
cularly by the choir and the worshippers at 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, where he had 
laboured so long and zealously. 

Dean Ovenden married, in 1871, Isabella 
Mary, daughter of the late John Robinson, 
J.P., of Uplands, Co. Wicklow, by whom 
he had two daughters, one of whom is Dr. 
Ella Webb. 


THE VERY REV. JOHN 
> CRAWFORD. 


We regret to have to announce the death 
of the Very Rev. John Crawford, D.D., which 
took place on Tuesday at his residence, Clon- 
moylan Abbey, Portumna, Co. Galway. He 
had reached the age of 98 years He was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated B.A., and took his Divinity 
Testimonium in 1856. He took the M.A. degree 
in 1868, the B.D. in 1873, and the D.D. in 1889. 
He took Deacon’s Orders in 1856. In 1857 
he was ordained priest, in Derry, and for the 
five years from 1856 to 1861 he was curate 
of Clontarf, Co. Dublin. 

In 1861 he was transferred to Kildrought, 
Co, Kildare, where he remained for three 
ears. In 1864 he returned to Clontarf, where 
we stayed until 1870. In that year he .was 
appointed incumbent of Duncavey, Co. 
“Mang and after labouring there for two 
ears he became incumbent of Finner, Co. 
Neier In 1877 he went to Woodford. He 
was Prebendary of Kilteskill, Diocese of. 

Dr. Craw- 
ford was chaplain to the Bishop of Killaloe 
from 1897 till 1912. He had been Provost of 
Kilmacduagh and Canon of Kilconnell in 
Clonfert Cathedral since 1898.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Mr. Davis, the former United States 
Ambassador to Great Britain, was to-day 
nominated as Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency, in opposition to the Republican 
nominee, Mr. Coolidge. The final choice of 
the Convention came with almost dramatic 
suddenness. 
When the 100th ballot was taken at last 
night’s sitting Governor Smith had taken 
the leading position with 351 votes; Mr. Davis 
had gained second place with 205, and Mr. 
McAdoo’s vote had fallen to 190 
The announcement was then made that in 
order to end the deadlock both Mr. McAdoo 
and Governor Smith were willing to retire 
from the contest. Mr. Ralston, who had 
polled 196 votes, also announced his retire- 
ment. 
The first. baliot to-day, the 10lst, gave Mr. 
Davis the lead, the result being—Davis 316, 
Underwood 2294, McAdoo 50, Meredith 130, 
Smith 121. 
In the succeeding ballot Mr. Davis received 
415 votes, against 3507 for Mr. Underwood, 
and the end of an unprecedented chapter 
honour done to his State in the nomination 
103rd ballot, when Mr. Davis got the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority. It has been the 
longest and most bitterly contested fight in 
the history of the Democratic Party.

CHEQUERS AND PARIS, 


A NEW PROGRAMME.

In a leading article The Times observes — 
Agreement, we are toid, has been reached in 
Paris, and the result of Mr. Macdonald’s 
hasty and strenuous visit has been to remove 
misunderstandings that have arisen during 
the past week.

This is 
welcome news, and it must be freely and fully 
recognised that Mr. Macdonald has spared no 

ains and no trouble to save the Conference 
— real danger and to make it a success. It 
would be unworthy to assume that, in making 
this trying effort in Paris, he was actuated 
chiefly by party or by personal motives. He, 
like all his countrymen, ardently desires that 
the reparations question should be brought 
down at last to conditions in which a reason- 
able solution is possible, and that full advantage 
should be taken of the exceptional oppor 
tunity afforded by the Dawes Report. It has 
been decided in the House of Commons, 
wisely as we think, to postpone the debate on 
foreign affairs, and so to give a little breath- 
ing space to the Prime Minister himself and 
to those who wish to take stock of a new 
and as yet not wholly intelligible situation. 

If the points set forth in the Notes con- 
taining the invitations to Belgium, Ltaly and 
Japan represent even approximately the terms 
of a verbal agreement reached at Chequers, 
the Paris communiqué represents an entirely 
new phase. The new agreement is certainly 
not the agreement which, in the Prime 
Minister's tortuous phraseology, was agreed 
upon at Chequers. From the Paris conver 
sations a fresh programme for the Conference 
has been evolved, but it is now definitely and 
explicitly an Anglo-French programme.

LIBERAL PARTY DECISION. 


There will not, after all, be a debate on the 
European situation in the House of Commons 
to-day, states The Times. The Liberals have 
the right of choosing the subject for discus- 
sion to-day, and they had asked that the 
Foreign Office vote should be put down in 
order that there might be a debate on the 
Dawes Report and the forthcoming Inter- 
Allied Conference. Yesterday, however, they 
represented to the Government that it was 
undesirable that the debate in the French 
Senate and the House of Commons should 
proceed simultaneously, and they suggested 
that, in view of the grave importance of the 
matters under consideration, the English de- 
bate should be postponed. Earlier in the day 
Mr. Asquith, Viscount Grey, and Mr. Lloyd 
George had met the members of the Liberal 
Foreign Affairs group at Mr. Asquith’s house, 
“and had discussed with them the whole posi- 
tion. The postponement was agreed to after 
consultation between the three — 
parties, though it is still possible that the 
Prime Minister may wish to make a state- 
ment to-day on the results of his visit to 
Paris. 

According to present we the general

MUNICIPAL BROADCASTING. 


NEW YORK'S BIG STATION. 
The City of New York last night formally 


opened its new wireless broadcasting station, 
which has been installed in the twenty-fiíth 
storey oí the-Municipal Building at a cost 
$50,000 (about £10,000). The station is 
known as ‘‘ V/ync,” and it will operate on a 
526 metre wave length, states The Times 
Correspondent in a message yesterday. E 

The station is to be used to broadcast, in 
a popular form, information about the city 
government, previously accessible only in 
statistical reporta; to assist the work of the 
police, fire, and health departments; and to 
send out concerts. In a characteristic speech, 
Mayor Hylan declared that the public was 
threatened with the loss of free wireless con- 
certs, because the privately-owned broadcast- 
ing stations were arranging to exact a tax 
from listeners-in. The establishment of a 
municipal station was, in part, an effort to 
defeat this plan of “ the interests."

INTER-ALLIED DEBTS 
DISCUSSED.

PARIS, Wednesday. 
Mr. Macdonald’s Paris mission has suc- 
ceeded to the extent that the London confer- 
ence remains fixed for this day week. It has 
also cleared away much of the mjsunderstand- 
ing which followed the Chequers conferences, 


which the two Premiers this morning agreed 
remains to be seen. 
The Cabinet meets in the morning, and 
M. Poincaré is expected to speak during the 
Senate debate later in the day. M. Herriot, 
when, with other correspondents, I saw him 
at the Quai D’Orsay this afternoon, was 
anxious to stress the point . at “ an agree- 
ment has been reached.”’ 

Mr. Macdonald, seated beside him on a 
silken couch, and looking extremely haggard 
and worn, put things rather differently. 

‘** There was no ground for disagreement,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ But there was an intricate series 
of misunderstandings—a number of growths 
to be rooted out. We require time and 
patience and generosity of feeling. Given 
these, our two countries will be the most 
amicable countries on the face of the earth 
before long. We are friends, tryi.z to clear 
away differences which have grown up in this 
last few years, and we have succeeded in 
making a very substantial beginning.” 

That, in fact, is the nature of the agree- 
ment that has been reached. It is a begin- 
ning—an agreement on broad, but important 
points. It is not denied that other points 
may yet have to be settled. 

A party of the principal permanent officials 
of the French Foreign Office will, therefore, 
travel to London at the week-end to settle 
details in collaboration with the officials in 
Whitehall. 

The outlook last night was very disquieting. 
At the opening meeting the record of 
Chequers was virtually wiped from the slate, 
and the whole discussion started afresh. It 
became apparent that M. Herriot, yielding, 
no doubt, to political pressure here, had, to 
a certain extent, changed his ground, and in 
particular, he raised anew with great earnest- 
ness the question of Inter-Allied debts and 
French military security. 

From half-past nine until half-past: one in 
the morning the arguments contained in the 
French Memo. were debated. At the adjourn- 
ment there was no agreement, and this morn- 
ing s meeting was literally the last chance of 
Anglo-French understanding. 

Happily the chance was not thrown away. 
o-day, in Mr. Macdonald’s own words, was 
“a very hard day,’ but the realisation by 
the two Premiers of the deplorable impres- 
sion which would have been produced, 
especially upon America, by the cancellation, 
or even the postponement, of the London 
Conference, led both to make the necessary 
advances. 

The result is that the British statement of 
opinion incorporated in the London Conference 
invitations and the French statement of 
opinion drafted by the: Quai D’Orsay on 
Monday night, have both been torn up in 
favour of a joint Anglo-French declaration, 
without which the Conference would have 
been abandoned. 

This declaration takes the form of a Note, 
which is to be sent to all the other Allies, 
but not to Germany. It is a recommendation 
tw the other Allied Governments to accept 
to-day’s conclusions as a basis of agreement. 

It. begins with an observation that the 
creation of a ‘‘ régime of confidence,” which 
ig necessary in order to allay uneasiness on 
the part of the eventual lenders of money, is 
not incompatible with respect for the pro- 
visions of the Versailles Treaty. li goes on 
to point out that the experts were appointed 
by the Reparations Commission under the 
Treaty and reported to that wvody; further, 
that the Dawes Report holds that it is for 
the creditor Governments to determine the 
nature of the sanctions to be applied if 
Germany violates the terms of the experts’ 
scheme. 

The last two paragraphs are of the greatest 
importance. The first announces that the 
Governments have had a preliminary exchange 
of views on the subject of Inter-Allied debts. 
The British Government, with the other 
Governments concerned, will seek an equitable 
solution of this problem, having regard to all 
the circumstances, and the matter is, there- 
fore, relegated to the Treasury experts for a 
first consideration. 

The second paragraph announces that there 
has likewise been a preliminary exchange of 
views on the question of security. 

The attitude of France on the question of 
debts and security was that the reduction of 
her debt was the only possible compensation 
for the reduction of her claims on Germany, 
and that, seeing the Dawes’ plan called upon 
her to sacrifice the security she enjoys in 
virtue of her hold on the Ruhr, it was unrea- 
sonable to exclude security from the agenda 
of the conference called to discuss that 
scheme. 

The British Premier expressed willingness at 
Chequers that these two matters should be 
explored later. He was now urged to‘give a 
guarantee that if they could not actually be 
discussed. at the coming conference, they 
should be taken up subsequently. 

With regard to Germany, I  under- 
stand that M. Herriot urged that German 
participation in the London Conference should 
not be permitted until the Reichstag has 
passed the bills necessary to give effect tv 
the Dawes plans. 

Both Premiers lunched at the Quai d’Orsay 
with the members of the Foreign Commissions of 
the Senate and Chamber. Incidentally this 
function appears to have impressed Mr. 
Macdonald very deeply. 

M. Herriot followed Mr. Macdonald. to the 
Northern Railway Station, and Sir Eyre 
Crowe, who remained behind while the text 
of the joint note was being revised, made a 
hurried dash through the seething Paris traffic 
to catch the special train which left at 4.20. 
“ 4u revoir, mon cher,’ said M. Herriot to 
his English colleague as the train moved 
out, adding in English, '“ Thanks very much, 
I am sorry you are feeling so tired.”

The 
reason for the amendment, he said, was that 
he thought the section would be inoperative, 
for all through rates were put into force by 
British railway companies, and the Tribunal 
would have no power to msue through rates.

He said that he did 
not know whether the railway companies 
themselves knew exactly what percentage of 
their revenue came from exceptional cherges, 
but it was very considerable. The figure 
given to him was 75 per cent. Now they 
proposed to‘ fix the standard charges on the 
standard revenue, without having any regard 
whatever to the exceptional charges. 

The Minister would probably reply that the 
exceptional charges would be very much de- 
creased, but he could not deny that those 
exceptional rates would still exist—to what 
extent was problematical. Under the bill the 
exceptional charges would disappear on ‘‘ the 
appointed day.” It was interesting to men- 
tion that ‘“‘the appointed day”’ in England 
had not yet arrived, though the Act had been 
in existence there for three years. The ordi-

He suggested that to settle the matter they 
should agree to his amendment, which would 
bring all the rates—standard and exceptional— 
within the jurisdiction and competence of the 
tribunal when it was determining the standard 
revenue. 

Mr. Bagwell said that the effect of the 
amendment, if carried. would put work on the 
tribunal which it could never get through. 

Mr. MacGilligan said that the work of the 
tribunal would ‘never be completed if the 
amendment were carried.

SIR BRYAN MAHON AT 
UNVEILING CEREMONY. 
The monument erected in memory of Irish 
soldiers who fell in that area during the war 
was unveiled at Ypres om Monday, says T'Áe

to be performed on the stoné pedestal. The 
cross which is to be placed on the pedestal is 
the work of the Irish sculptor, Mr. O'Connell.

THE FARMERS' PROSPECTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—The future of Irish agriculture is a 
rather perplexing problem. It is not without 
hope, but there are many difficulties to be 
overcome with regard to home conditions, and 
the competition of_foreign countries in the 
British markets is increasing. I have been 
reading a report of one of the New Zealand 
co-operative dairy societies which was handed 
me by a man who emigrated from Ulster to 
New Zealand forty years ago and now owns a 
farm in that country. The society owns fiity- 
nine creameries and butter factories anc 4 
number of casein factories. In addition, it 
has its own factories for the manufacture of 
butter boxes and tin packing cases, and 
recently purchased a coal mine. It has its 
agent in London for the sale and distribution 
of its products in Great Britain and Ireland 
and in European countries. The turnover of 
the society in 1922 was £4.500,000, and a 
handsome dividend was paid to the 8,000 
shareholders, as well es a remunerative price 
for the milk supplied to the creameries. 

The society is situate in the province of 
Auckland, where, owing to the mildness of 
fhe climate and the luxuriance of the soil, 
the farmers have not to contend with the 
problem of housing their cows or of hand- 
feeding them on any serious scale during the 
winter months. Hay, supplied in the open, 
suffices for the needs of the-cows in the winter 
months. The farms in New Zealand in many 
cases are free of rent and the taxes are lower 
than in this country. This is one of the 
many examples that could be quoted of the 
formidable competitors with whom the Irish 
farmer has to contend in the future. 

Measures for the relief of some of the 
burdens of Irish agriculture and for its im- 
provement are being passed by the Dail, but 
whether they are sufficient to meet the needs 
of the case is a question for debate, The 
Relief of Rates Bill will give a much-needed 
temporary relief to agriculturists, but it is 
based on the assumption that better times will 
come, when the suspended payment of 
liabilities can be met. If the better times for 
agriculture are to come, there is, in the mean- 
time, a vast amount of organisation work to 
be performed. The Government, the Farmers’ 
Union and all agricultural societies have a big 
task in front of them before the agricultural 
industry is as well organised as in other 
countries. 

A perusal of the debates on agricultural 
subjects in the Dail and of the correspondence 
that appears from time to time in the Press 
does not show that there is harmony of view 
as to the best policy to ensure sueceás, 
Different view-points are expressed. Some 
favour a system of protection for the agricul- 
tural industry, while others maintain that im- 
proved methods of agriculture, improved 
transit and minor reforms under a system of 
free trade will suffice to place the industry on 
a profitable basis. The more intelligent is the 
interest that can be aroused as to the gravity 
of the conditions of the agricultural industry, 
the sooner will an improvement be effected.—

The consideration ot the Dairy Produce Bill 

by a Special Committee of the Dail was con- 

chuded yesterday, and the bill has passed on 
to the report stage. 

The Committee, the first of its kind ap- 

pointed by the Dail, held seven sittings of an 

average of three hours each and disposed of 
close on seventy amendments. 

The bill as submitted was altered by the 

Committee in the following important 

1espects :— 

he national brand cannot be granted to 
any butter that is not made from 
pasteurised cream. 

Creamery butter must be free from pre- 
servatives other than salt and must not 
contain amy noxious colouring matter. 

Fees payable under the Act are reduced 
from twopence to one penny for each 
56lb. of butter. 

Butter imported into cannot be exported 
from the Saorstat as creamery butter. 

Mr. Hogan (Limerick) moved at yesterday's 

sitting an amendment to the third schedule, 

which provides, among other things, that the 
annual fee charged in respect of the export of 
butter or the licence fee therefor shall be one 
penny on each complete 28lb. She amend- 
ment proposed that the fee be one halfpenny. 
The Minister for Agriculture and Lands 

said that hig estimate of the cost of the ad- 
ministration of the Act was £15,000 a year at 
least, and he estimated that between £9,000 
and £10,000 would be covered by the fees. 
If they got the co-operation of the trade the 
burden of £5,000 on the taxpayers would be 
less. The charge on the average creamery 
with a turnover of £15,000 to £14,000 a year 
would be £25, and the concern that would 
find that a serious burden had better close. 
He would be willing to accept an amendment 
that the charge be not more than 5d. per cwt. 
This would leave it open to them, if experience 
showed it necessary, to relieve the taxpayers, 
and, on the other hand, if the circumstances 
justified it. they would be free to reduce the 
charge to 2d. or 3d. per cwt. For this year 
there was no sign of an increase in the export 
of butter. Last year’s export was 500,000 
cwts., valued at about four million pounds. 
Mr. Heffernan, asking the Minister to 
accept the amendment. said that he hoped 
and expected that the Act, together with the 
development of cow-testing, would increase 
the quantity of butter for export, and also 
increase the price and the profits to the 
creameries, 
Mr. Milroy said that the Minister's idea on 
the whole matter “was all wrong. The par- 
ticular industry of dairying should not be 
singled out to bear the cost of the administra- 
tion of a statute affecting it. Mr. Milroy 
added that he had the most meigncholy idea 
of the benefit the producer was going to get. 
He saw nothing in it except more official 
interference with private enterprise. He ad- 
mitted, however, that the creameries receiving 
the national brand might benefit by the 
measure. 
The Minister said that the farmers would 
be glad to know that it was Deputy Milroy’s 
view that everything for their benefit should 
be paid for entirely by the general body of 
the taxpayers. The Irish creamery business 
to-day was in a very shaky condition, while 
that of their most important rival, enjoying 
nothing like the advantages of this country, 
was healthy and flourishing. He was not 
forcing the bill on the farmers against their 
will, for he was doing no such thing. The 
measure was an attempt to change the condi- 
tions under which Irish creamery butter is 
being produced at a loss. 

It was absolutely unsound to say that the 

good creameries would make nothing out of 

the bill. It was those good creameries that 
would get most benefit from it. 

There is in this country a fairly substantial 

minority of creameries making better butter 

than anything produced in any other country 
in the world. They suffered from the name 


and second-class methods of their neighbours 
who turn: out the much larger quantity. The 
Bill would be welcomed by the good 
creameries. 

The amendment was carried by eight votes 
to four.

Remarkable stories of the lawless conditions 
which prevailed in the County Galway in the 
yar 1922, when armed bands roamed the 
countryside, burning mansions and looting 
property, are told from day to day before 
Judge Doyle, Recorder of Galway, in claims 
made for compensation for malicious damage 
to property. 

During the k-aring of one of the claims 
yesterday it was stated that a witness, who 
was on his way to Court, had been kidnapped. 

One of the finest mansions in the county 
to suffer ; the hands of the incendiaries was 
Roxborough House, the residence of Major 
William A. Persse, whose claim í compensa- 
tion «as heard yesterday. He claimed 

The furniture in tne house was valued by 
Messrs. Joyce, Mackie and Co., of Galway, 
assisted by a Dublin expert, Mr. De Groot, 
at something like £10,000. On the 2nd 
August, 1922, the premises were destroyed by 
burning, together with a quanti. of furni- 
ture. Some of the furniture had been removed 
by Major Persse; more hai been looted. 

Mr. R, J. Kelly, Sta.. Solicitor, admitted 
malice.

BICYCLES SEIZED.

Exploration drilling in the Tamiahua Lagoon failed to find the crest of a possible north-eastern 
extension of the main Dos Bocas-Alamo Anticline. This necessitates additional exploration work, and 
it is hoped that the next well will meet with success. 

Good pregress has been made in the deep test on the main anticline referred to in the last report. 
Drilling continues by the diamond method, in the hope of locating a deep oil horizon. The fact that 
the Company owns extensive territory underlain by the limestone,- and that the well has given some 
indications, justify the test being carried to greater depth. 

The Company commenced drilling operations in the heavy oil district of Panuco-Cacalilao fn the 
latter part of the year, and has since brought in several producers, which have been connected up to 
the pipe line system. Arrangements are being made to start drilling operations in what is hoped to be 
a north-eastern extension of this area, where considerable acreage is controlled, 

In the Sali Dome region, on the isthmus of Tehuantepec, the Filsola Well, referred to in the interim 

report, developed into a steady small producer of oil of good quality, and it was, therefore, unneces- 
sary to deepen the well bevond the present producing horizon. The well has produced, approximately, 
19 500 barrels in the last five months. Two further wells are now in the course of drilling. 
, 4 creat deal of work has been done by the Geological Department, extending from the Rio Grande, 
in the north, to the Guatemala boundary, in the south. The south, particulariv, shows possibilities, 
and it is hope! that local conditions will admit the continuation of an active drilling programme, which 
had been interrupted by revolutionary troubles.
